Dog license renewal forms 
will soon be sent to all own¬ 
ers of animals which were li¬ 
censed during 1980-81.

An aggressive animal con¬ 
trol enforcement program re¬ 
garding licensing and stray 
dogs will be initiated July 1 
this year. All owners who 
have not licensed their ani¬ 
mals must do so without pen¬ 
alty prior to August 30. 

After that date, however, 
a penalty fee of $7.50 will be 
added to all delinquent li¬ 
censes. 

Ordinance 986 will in¬ 
crease impound fees as of 
July 1, also. Costs are as fol¬ 
lows: $20 for first impound; 
$40 for second and $60 for 
third. 

License rates are as fol¬ 
lows: spayed or neutered 
dogs, $5; all other dogs, 4 
months or older, $10; senior 
citizen discount for dogs, 
50170; penalty fee after Au¬ 
gust 30, $7.50.

Fire Department Reveals 
Rise in Calls, Activities 


Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department Chief J. 
Leonard Hall has issued the 
annual report for his depart¬ 
ment for the year 1980. It re¬ 
flected a substantial inaease 
in activities over the previous 
year in the number of calls, 
by both fire and medical, and 
reflects an increase in the fire 
loss. The highlight of the re¬ 
port is as follows: 

Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment personnel respond^ to 
1166 calls during 1980, an in¬ 
crease of 427 calls over 1979. 
Of those, 562 calls requested 
medical aid, an increase of 93 
calls over 1979. Service calls 
doubled in 1980, 237 caUs 
compared to 128 in 1979. 

The total fire loss for 1980 
was $218,721 as compared to 
$65,890 in 1979. This in¬ 
crease is due in large to the 
rise in building costs and 
to an increase in inci¬ 
dents. The average per capita 
loss has increased from $5.27 
in 1979 to $18.23 in 1980. 

Single family dwellings 
accounted for the highest 
loss, $187,925, with assembly 
and office buildings being 
second highest at $15,050. 

Incendiary arson - related 
fires continued to be the 
most frequent fire cause, 
with 44 confirmed incidents 
in 1980. Negligence is the sec¬ 
ond highest cause with 23 in¬ 
cidents. 

In conclusion, the fire de¬ 
partment will continue with 
the prevention and training 
programs and attempt to im¬ 
prove community education 
and awareness. It is hoped 
that these programs will lead 
to a lowering tend in both 
numbers and severity of 
fires in 1981. 

The classification of fire 
alarms showed: buildings, 
44; brush or grass, II; 
veMcles, 28; rubbish, 12; tree 
or pole fires, 12; miscellan¬ 
eous, 18, for a total of 125 
calls. 

Other alarms were: Smoke 
scares, 3; gas leak,3; wind/ 
electric wires down, 118; 
flooded building, 90; street 
wash-dctva/gasoUne spill, 0; 
false alarm, 8; bomb scare, 
3; assist other agencies, 0; 
rescue/first aid, 562; service 
calls, 237; mutual aid, 17; 
miscellaneous, 0; total, 1041. 
The total number of calls, 
1166. 

The report shows that two 
Hre department personnel 
were injuried during the year 
with no injuries to civilians, 
and no fatalilties. 

Fire losses were broken 
down as follows: Five, over 
$15,000; 3, $5000 to $15,000; 
3, $1000 to $5000; 14, $100 
to $1000; 25, under $100; 
and 75 with no loss. The per 
capita loss was $18.23. 

The report from the Emer¬ 
gency Medical Unit of the 
department showed a very 
active year, as is echoed in 
the following report: 

The year 1980 has been one 
of increased service to the 
community, both in the num¬ 
ber of calls and in the depth 
of the service. It is high¬ 
lighted by an increase of 
more than 20V» In the num¬ 
ber of calls, with 562, com¬ 
pared to 467 for 1979. This 
represents 95 more runs. 

This was the second com¬ 


plete year of providing full 
transportation to those pa¬ 
tients requiring it, and a 
sampling of the records show 
the department is. transport¬ 
ing about 80Vo of the vic¬ 
tims to area hospitals. Statis¬ 
tics also show that they are 
spending approximately 51 
minutes on the average call.

Probably the most out¬ 
standing improvement made 
during this past year has been 
the full utilization of the 
HEAR radio that permits im¬ 
mediate contact with any 
hospital in the area. Toward 
the end of. 1980 and con¬ 
tinuing up to the time of this 
report an extreme shortage 
of hospital beds developed 
and it has been nec^sary for 
the hospitals of the EMT unit 
primary response, Arcadia 
Methodist and St. Luke’s to 
reroute the EMT unit 
to another hospital. The 
HEAR radio has proved in¬ 
valuable in making contact 
with the hospital to relay pa¬ 
tient conditions, so that pro¬ 
per evaluations can be made 
before rerouting is practical. 

During this period of time 
the department members 
have been making increa¬ 
sing use of Huntington Mem¬ 
orial Hospital during hours 
of the day whai the free¬ 
way is relatively clear. This 
trip, under optimum circum¬ 
stances, involves about an 
additional three minutes and 
'has been very valuable. 

Response time during 
the past year continues to be 
two minutes and three sec¬ 
onds on the average, and 
with the installation of the 
time clock at the dispntch 
desk time lapse in each phase 
of service have become easier 
to obtain. Record keeping is 
also much easier. 

The department’s effort to 
put funds aside for the even¬ 
tual replacement of the Medi¬ 
cal Unit is making good pro¬ 


of medical equipment, the 
savings to the local taxpayers 
is steadfastly moving into 
the $75,000 category. With 
the increasing number of 
calls each year it is obvious 
that local residents are be¬ 
coming more aware of the 
service that is available to 
them. 

This past year showed not 
only a new high in the to¬ 
tal number of calls, but also 
the number for any one 
month. 

During July 64 calls were 
answered; in August 63, 
and in June 60 calls. All three 
months exceeded the pre¬ 
vious all-time high of 59, 
reached in November of 
1979. 

Patients were transported 


The number of calls by 
month shows: January, 43; 
February, 30; March, 47; 
April, 33; May, 39; June, 60; 
July, 64; August, 63; Sep¬ 
tember, 43; October, 39; 
November, 60; and Decem¬ 
ber, 40. 

The breakdown on the type 
of calls shows: heart and 
breathing, 146; public acci¬ 
dents, 156; home accidents, 
63; medical problems. 111; 
overdoses, 23; poisonings, 5; 
seizures, 7, and others, 54. 

The report also mentioned 
the acquisition during the 
year of the new coordinator- 
evaluator, Ann McCoy, RN 
MICUN, who provides con¬ 
tinuing education and evalu¬ 
ation to the volunteers. 

The report concludes with 
the statement, "this coming 
year could be one of great 
progress as the medical unit, 
an integral part of the Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department, seeks 
to prove the best possible

Chapter 5 

DISPLAY OF BOOKS, 
MAGAZINES AND 
OTHER 

PUBLICATIONS 

Section 3500. Defini¬ 
tions. For the purpose of 
this Chapter the following 
words and phrases shall 
have the meanings as¬ 
cribed to them by this 
section: 

(a) Person: Means any 
individual, partner¬ 
ship, firm, associa¬ 
tion, corporation, 
or legal entity. 

(b) Commercial Pur¬ 
pose: Means and 
includes, display¬ 
ing, advertising, at¬ 
tracting for the 
purpose of mer¬ 
chandising or sell¬ 
ing. 

(c) Harmful Matter: 
The term or mean¬ 
ing of the teim 
“harmful matter to 
minors” as de¬ 
fined by State law 
has no applicabilit> 
to this Chapter. 

Section 3501. Sealing of 
Materials. No person shall 
for commercial purposes 
knowingly display, cause 
to be displayed or permit 
to be displayed in any busi¬ 
ness at any time open to 
minors, (unless accom¬ 
panied by a parent or 
guardian) any book, mag¬ 
azine, or other publication 
or matter which displays 
any photograph or pictor¬ 
ial representation of any 
of the anatomical parts of 
a person’s genitals or 
anus, or any act of sexual 
intercourse, oral copula¬ 
tion, sodomy, masterba- 
tion or bestiality, whethei 
actual or simulated, when 
to the average adult per¬ 
son such photograph or 
pictorial representation 
has as its primary purpose, 
design or effect sexual 
arousal, gratification or 
affront; unless such book, 
magazine, or other publi¬ 
cation or matter is sealed 
in a plastic wrapper, is 
stapled closed, or is by any 
other means sealed in such 
a manner as to reasonably 
restrict and drter its bein; 
opened prior to sale 
whereby such photograph 
or pictorial representation 
may become exposed to 
the view of any minor. 

Section 3502. Exception 
to Sealing. As defined by 
this Chapter in Section 
3501, any book, maga¬ 
zine, or other publication 
or matter need not be 
wrapped, stapled closed or 
sealed when displayed 
from an area which places 


such book, magazine, or 
other publication or mat¬ 
ter reasonably beyond the 
reach of any minor, provi¬ 
ded that no such_bopk, 
magazine, or other publi¬ 
cation or matter depicts 
any photograph or pictor¬ 
ial representation, as de¬ 
fined in Section 3501, on 
its cover or elsewhere, 
whereby such photograph 
or pictorial representation 
may by virtue of its dis¬ 
play be readily viewed by a 
minor in which case, such 
photograph or pictorial 
representation shall be 
covered from view wheth¬ 
er or not wrapped, stapled 
closed or by any other 
means sealed as required 
by this Chapter. Also ex¬ 
empted shall be any publi¬ 
cation classified as a news¬ 
paper containing at least 
of its columnar inches 
devoted to news, current 
events and public com¬ 
mentaries, (and capable of 
being entered as second 
class matter in the U.S. 
Post Office) with a bona 
fide subscription list of at 
least liv's of the population 
of this City, further ex¬ 
empted shall be materials 
in public libraries and in 
bona fide theatrical pro¬ 
ductions. 

Section 3503. Posting of 
signs. Any business, in 
which, for commercial 
purposes, there is dis¬ 
played any book, maga¬ 
zine, or other publication 
or matter which depicts 
any photograph or pic¬ 
torial representation as de¬ 
fined by Section 3501 of 
this Chapter and which is 
not wrapped, stapled 
closed, sealed or covered 
as required by Sections 
3501 and 3502 of this 
Chapter, shall have post¬ 
ed at each of its doors 
normally used or intended 
to be used for public ad¬ 
mittance, which shall 
read: “Notice, this busi¬ 
ness displays sexually ex¬ 
plicit materials. Admis¬ 
sion to minors is prohibit¬ 
ed by law unless accom¬ 
panied by a parent or guar¬ 
dian. Sierra Madre Muni¬ 
cipal Code, Article IIL 
Chapter 5.” Said sign shall 
not be less than one (1) 
square foot in area and the 
letters shall be not less 
than two (2) inches in 
height. 

Section 3504. Minor 
need not view or gain con¬ 
trol of material. To com¬ 
mit a violation of Sections 

3501 or 3502 of this Chap¬ 
ter it is not required that a 
minor have actually view¬ 
ed or physically gained 
control of any book, 
magazine, or other publi¬ 
cation or matter as de¬ 
fined by Section 3501 or 

3502 of this Chapter, 
when such book, maga¬ 
zine, or other publication 
or matter is not wrapped, 
stapled closed, sealed or 
covered as required by 
Section 3501 or 3502 of 
this Chapter. 

Section 3505. Defense 
in prosecution. It shall be 
a defense in any prosecu¬ 
tion for any violation of 
this Chapter that the book, 
magazine, or other pub¬ 
lication or matter by vir¬ 
tue of its apparent char-, 
acter, outward ap¬ 
pearance or contemporary 
Los Angeles County-wide 
reputation would not 
cause the average adult 
person to reasonably know 
or suspect that it depicted 
any photograph or p^^’ 
torial representation as de¬ 
fined by Section 3501. It 
may also be evidence of a 
violation of this Chapter 
in any such prosecution 
that the book, magazine, 
or other publication or 
matter by virtue of its 
apparent character, out¬ 
ward appearance, or con¬ 
temporary county-wide re¬ 
putation would cause, the 


average adult to reason¬ 
ably know or suspect that 
it depicted any photo¬ 
graph or pictorial repre- 
. sentation as defined by 
Section 3501. 

Section 3506. Exemp¬ 
tion of parent or guar¬ 
dian. Nothing in this 
Chapter shall prohibit any 
parent or guardian from 
having his child or ward 
accompany him into any 
business otherwise in vio¬ 
lation of any of the pro¬ 
visions of this Chapter. 

Section 3507. Persons 
Exempt. The provisions of 
this Chapter, with respect 
to the display, causing to 
be displayed or permitted 
to be displayed any book, 
magazine, or other publi¬ 
cation or matter as de¬ 
fined by this Ordinance in 
Sections 3501 or 3502, 
shall apply only to per¬ 
sons having proprietary 
interest in or managerial 
control of the ordinary 
and routine operation of 
the business wherein and 
at which time there occurs 
a violation of any of the 
provisions of this Chap¬ 
ter. 

Section 3508. Exemp¬ 
tion of business person. 
Nothing in this Chapter 
shall prohibit any persor 
from admitting a minor 
into any business which 
displays any unwrapped, 
unstapled, unsealed or un¬ 
covered book, magazine, 
or other publication or 
matter which depicts any 
photograph or pictorial 
representation as defined 
in Section 3501, provided 
that the minor is accom¬ 
panied by an adult who 
represents himself to be 
the parent or guardian of 
the minor and whom the 
person, by the exercise of 
reasonable carp, does not 
have reason to know is not 
the paivnt or guardian of 
the minor, or that a minor 
who when not accom¬ 
panied by a parent or 
guardian, presented false 
documentation of being at 
least 18 years of age, when 
to the average and pru¬ 
dent person such docu¬ 
mentation would appear 
legitimate. 

Section 3509. Penalties, 
prior convictions. Every- 
person who violates any 
provision of this Ordin¬ 
ance is guilty of an infrac¬ 
tion. Every person who 
having been twice con¬ 
victed for any violation of 
this ordinance, is upon 
each subsequent violation 
guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of not 
more than five hundred 
dollars ($500), or impri¬ 
sonment in the County jail 
for not more than thirty 
(30) days, or both, provid¬ 
ed that both of the prior 
violations occurred within 
two (2) years period of the 
subsequent violation. 

Section 3510. Public 
Nuisance.

Section 3520. Sale 
and display of narcotic 
and other paraphernalia. 
No owner, manager, pro¬ 
prietor or other person in 
charge of any place of 
business selling, or dis¬ 
playing for the purpose of 
sale, any device, contri¬ 


vance, instrument or para¬ 
phernalia for smoking or 
injecting, or consuming 
marijuana, hashish, PCP, 
or any controlled sub¬ 
stance, as defined in the 
Health and Safety Code of 
the State, other than pres¬ 
cription drugs and devices 
to ingest or inject prescip- 
tion drugs, as well as 
roach clip;S- and ciga¬ 
rette papers and rollers 
designed for the smok¬ 
ing of the foregoing, shall 
allow or permit any per¬ 
son under the age of 18 
years to be, remain in, 
enter or visit such room 
unless such minor person 
is accompanied by his or 
her parent, or legal guar¬ 
dian. 

Section 3521. minors — 
excluded. No person 
under the age of 18 years 
shall be or remain in, or 
enter or visit any room in 
any place used for the 
sale, or displaying for 
sale, of devices, contri¬ 
vances, instruments or 
paraphernalia for smok¬ 
ing or injecting mari¬ 
juana, hashish, PCP, or 
any controlled substance, 
other than prescription 
drugs and devices to ingest 
or inject prescription 
drugs, including roach 
clips, and cigarette papers 
and rollers designed and 
used for smoking the fore¬ 
going, unless such person 
is accompanied by his par¬ 
ent or legal guardian. 

Section 3522. Sale and 
display rooms. No person 
shall maintain in any place 
of business to which the 
public is invited the dis¬ 
play for sale, or the offer¬ 
ing to sell, of devices, 
contrivances, instruments 
or paraphernalia for 
smoking or injecting mari¬ 
juana, hashish, PCP, or 
any controlled substance, 
other than prescription 
drugs and devices to ingest 
or inject prescription 
drugs, including roach 
clips, and cigarette papers 
and rollers designed and 
used for smoking the fore¬ 
going, unless within a sep¬ 
arate room or enclosure to 
which minors not accom¬ 
panied by a parent or legal 
guardian are excluded. 
Each entrance to such a 
room normally used or in¬ 
tended to be used for pub¬ 
lic admittance shall have a 
sign posted which shall 
read: “NOTICE, DRUG 
AND NARCOTIC PARA¬ 
PHERNALIA IS DIS¬ 
PLAYED IN THIS 
AREA. ADMISSION TO 
MINORS IS PROHIBIT¬ 
ED BY LAW UNLESS 
ACCOMPANIED BY A 
PARENT OR GUARD¬ 
IAN. Sierra Madre Muni¬ 
cipal Code, Article III, 
Chapter 6.” Said sign shall 
not be less than 1 square 
foot in area and the letters 
shall be not less than 2 
inches in height. 

Section 3523. Public 
nuisance. The distribution 
or possession for the pur¬ 
pose of sale, exhibition, or 
display in any place of 
business from which min¬ 
ors are not excluded as set 
forth in this Chapter, and 
where devices, contri¬ 
vances, instruments or 
paraphernalia for smok¬ 
ing or injecting mari¬ 
juana, hashish, PCP, or 
any controlled substance, 
other than presciption 
drugs or devices to ingest 
or inject presciption drugs, 
including roach clips, and 
cigarette paper and rollers 
designed and used for 
smoking the foregoing, 
hereby is declared to be a 
public nuisance, and may 
be abated pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 731 
of the Code of Civil Pro¬ 
cedure of the State. This 
remedy is in additon to 
any other remedy provid¬ 
ed by law, including the 
penalty provisions applic¬ 


able for violation of the 
terms and provisions of 
of this Code. 

SECTION 3. Article III, 
Chapter 7 is hereby added to 
the Sierra Madre Municipal 
Code to read as follows:

BATHS AND MASSAGE 
ESTABLISHMENTS 
Section 3600. Defini¬ 
tions. For the purpose of 
the provisions regulating 
baths, physical therapy, 
sauna baths, massage par¬ 
lors, and similar busi¬ 
nesses herein set forth, the 
following words and 
phrases shall be construed 
to have the meanings 
herein set forth, unless it 
is apparent from the con¬ 
text that a different mean¬ 
ing is intended: 

(a) Massage. A me¬ 
thod of treating the ex¬ 
ternal parts of the body 
for remedial or hygenic 
purposes, consisting o' 
rubbing, stroking 
kneading, or tappint 
with the hand or any in¬ 
strument. 

(b) Massage establish¬ 
ment having a fixed 
place of business where 
any person, associa¬ 
tion, firm or corpora¬ 
tion engages in, con¬ 
ducts, or carries on, or 
permits to be engaged 
in, conducted, or car¬ 
ried on, any business of 
giving Turkish, Rus¬ 
sian, Swedish, vapor, 
sweat, electric, salt, 
magnetic, or any other 
kind of character of 
baths, where alcohol 
rub, formentation, 
baths, manipulation of 
the body or similar pro¬ 
cedure is given. 

(c) Massage techni¬ 
cian or. technicians. 

■w* person, male or 
female, who” adminis¬ 
ters to another person, 
for any form of con¬ 
sideration, a massage, 
alcohol rub, foment^ 
tion, bath, electric or 
magnetic massage pro¬ 
cedure, manipulation 
of the body, or other 
similar procedure. 
Section 3601. Excep¬ 
tions. The requirements of 
this section shall have no 
application and no effect 
upon and shall not be con¬ 
strued as applying to any 
persons designated as fol¬ 
lows: physician, surgeon, 
chiropractor, osteopath, 
registered physical thera¬ 
pist registered by the State 
of California or any nurse, 
working under the imme¬ 
diate supervision of a phy¬ 
sician, surgeon, chiroprac¬ 
tor, or osteopath duly 
licensed to practice 
said respective profes¬ 
sion in the State of 
California, nor shall the 
requirements apply to any 
treatment administered in 
good faith in the course of 
the practice of any healing 
art or professions by any 
person licensed to practice 
any such art or profession 
under the Business and 
Professions Code of the 
State of California or of 
any other law of this State. 
Practical nurses or other 
persons without qualifica¬ 
tions as massage techni¬ 
cians as required herein, 
or other persons not other¬ 
wise licensed by the State 
of California to practice 
pursuant to the Medical 
Practice Act, whether em¬ 
ployed by physicians, sur¬ 
geons, chiropractors, or 
osteopaths or not, may 
not give massages or mas¬ 
sage procedures. 

Section 3602. Applica¬ 
tion fee. 

(a) Any person desir¬ 
ing to obtain a per¬ 
mit to operate a mas¬ 
sage establishment or 
to perform massage 
services shall make 
application as pro¬ 


vided in this Part. 

(b) Each applica¬ 
tion shall be accom¬ 
panied by a filing 
and investigation fee 
of (1) $50.00, and 
(2) $25.00 per tech¬ 
nician. 

Section 3603. Applica¬ 
tion: contents. In ad^tion 
to other requirements of 
this part, any applicant 
for a permit to operate a 
massage establishment or 
to perform massage serv¬ 
ices shall submit the fol¬ 
lowing information; 

(a) The massage or 
similar business license 
history of the appli¬ 
cant; whether such per¬ 
son, in previously oper¬ 
ating in this or another 
city or state under li¬ 
cense, has had such li¬ 
cense revoked or sus¬ 
pended, the reason 
therefor, and the busi¬ 
ness activity or occupa¬ 
tion subsequent to such 
action of suspension or 
revocation; 

(b) A certificate from 
a medical doctor stat¬ 
ing that the applicant 
has, within thirty days 
immediately prior 
thereto, been examined 
and found to be free of 
any contagious or com¬ 
municable disease; 

(c) A diploma or cer¬ 
tificate of graduation 
from a recognized 
school or other institu¬ 
tion of learning where¬ 
in the method, profes¬ 
sion and work of mas¬ 
sage technicians is 
taught. The term “re¬ 
cognized school” shall 
mean and include any 
school or institution of 
learning which has for 
its purpose the teaching 
of the theory, profes¬ 
sion, or work of mas¬ 
sage technicians, which 
school requires a resi¬ 
dent course of study of 
not less than two hun¬ 
dred hours to be given 
in not less than three 
calendar months before 
the student shall be fur¬ 
nished with a diploma 
or certificate of gradua¬ 
tion from such school 
or institution of learn¬ 
ing showing the suc¬ 
cessful completion of 
such course of study or 
learning. 

Schools offering cor¬ 
respondence courses 
not requiring actual at¬ 
tendance of class shall 
not be deemed a “re¬ 
cognized school.” The 
City Administrator 
shall have a right to 
confirm the fact that 
the applicant has ac¬ 
tually attended classes 
in a recognized school 
for aforementioned 
minimum time periods. 

Section 3604. Business 
License Required. Noth¬ 
ing herein shall constitute 
a waiver of the require¬ 
ments of this part requir¬ 
ing issuance and posses¬ 
sion of a business license. 

Section 3605. Facilities 
Necessary. No permit to 
conduct a massage es¬ 
tablishment shall be issued 
unless an inspection re¬ 
veals that the establish¬ 
ment complies with each 
of the following minimum 
requirements; 

(a) A recognizable 
and readable sign shall 
be posted at the main 
entrance identifying the 
establishment, provid¬ 
ed. that all such signs 
shall comply with the 
sign requirements of 
the City. 

(b) Minimum light¬ 
ing shall be provided in 
accordance with the 
Uniform Building 
Code, and, in addition, 
as least one artificial 
light of not less than 
forty wats shall be pro¬ 
vided in each enclosed 
room or booth where 
massage services are 


being performed on a 
patron. 

(c) Minimum ventila¬ 
tion shall be provided 
in accordance with the 
Uniform Building 
Code. 

(d) Adequate equip¬ 
ment for disinfecting 
and sterilizing instru¬ 
ments used in perform¬ 
ing the acts of massage 
shall be provided. 

(e) Hot and cold run¬ 
ning water shall be pro¬ 
vided at all times. 

(f) Closed cabinets 
shall be provided, 
which cabinets shall be 
utilized for the storage 
of clean linen. 

(g) In any establish¬ 
ment in which massage 
services are rendered 
only to members of the 
same sex at any one 
time, such persons of 
the same sex may be 
placed in a single sepa¬ 
rate room or the opera¬ 
tors of the massage 
establishment may elect 
to place such persons of 
the same sex in separate 
enclosed rooms or 
booths having adequate 
ventilation to an area 
outside said room or 
booth while massage 
services are being per¬ 
formed. 

(h) Adequate bath¬ 
ing, dressing, locker, 
and toilet facilities shall 
be provided for pat¬ 
rons. A minimum of 
one tub or shower, one 
dressing room contain¬ 
ing a separate locker 
for each patron to be 
served, which locker 
shall be capable of 
being locked, as well as 
a minimum of one 
toilet and one wash¬ 
basin shall be provided 
by every massage estab¬ 
lishment, provided, 
however,'^ that if male 
and female patrons are 
to be served simultan¬ 
eously at the establish¬ 
ment, separate bathing, 
a separate massage 
room or rooms, sepa¬ 
rate dressing and sepa¬ 
rate toilet facilities shall 
be provided for male 
and female patrons. 

(i) All walls, ceilings, 
floors, pools, showers, 
bathtubs, steamrooms, 
and all other physical 
facilities for the estab¬ 
lishment must be in 
good repair and main¬ 
tained in a clean and 
sanitary condition. Wet 
and dry heat rooms, 
steam or vapor rooms, 
or steam or vapor cabi¬ 
nets, shower compart¬ 
ments, and toilet rooms 
shall be thoroughly 
cleaned each day the 
business is in opera¬ 
tion. Bathtubs shall be 
thoroughly cleaned af¬ 
ter each use. 

(j) Clean and sani¬ 
tary towels and linens 
shall be provided for 
each patron of the es¬ 
tablishment or each 
patron receiving mas¬ 
sage services. No com¬ 
mon use of towels dr 
linens shall be permit¬ 
ted. 

(k) A minimum of 
one separate washbasin 
shall be provided in 
r ach massage establish- 
nent for use of em¬ 
ployees of any such 
establishment, which 
oasin shall provide 
soap or detergent and 
hot and cold running 
water at all times and 
shall be located within 
or close as practicable 
to the area devoted to 
the performing of 
massage services. In ad¬ 
dition, there shall be 
provided at each wash¬ 
basin, sanitary towels 
placed in permanently 
installed dispensers. 

(l) Proof of compli¬ 
ance with all applicable 


provisions of this Code 
and other applicable 
codes and ordinances 
of this City shall be 
provided. 

Section 3606. Display of 
Permit. Every person, as¬ 
sociation, firm, or cor¬ 
poration to whom or for 
which a permit shall have 
been granted shall display 
said permit in a conspicu¬ 
ous place so that the same 
may be readily seen by 
persons entering the prem¬ 
ises where the massage, 
bath, or treatment is 
given, and each operator 
or technician shall wear a 
permit on his outer cloth¬ 
ing at all times he is on 
duty.

obtained a valid permit 
pursuant to this chapter. 
No registered massage 
technician aide may inde 
pendently practice the acts 
of massage, but he may, 
as a massage tehnician 
aide, assist a technician in 
the acts constituting the 
practice of massage under 
the immediate personal 
supervision and employ¬ 
ment of a registered mas¬ 
sage technician, but such 
aide may assist only while 
the massage technician is 
personally present with 
the patron, and such aide 
may not perform massage 
services. 

Section 3608. Name of 
Business. No person li¬ 
censed to do business as 
herein provided shall oper¬ 
ate under any name or 
conduct his business under 
any desination not speci¬ 
fied in his permit. 

Section 3609. Public 
Nuisance Abatement. Any 
massage establishment 
operated, conducted, or 
maintained contrary to 
the provisions of this 
chapter shall be and the 
same is hereby declared to 
be unlawful and a public 
nuisance and the city at¬ 
torney may, in addition to 
or in lieu of prosecuting a 
criminal action hereun¬ 
der, commence an action 
or actions, proceeding or 
proceedings, for the abate¬ 
ment, removal and enjoin- 
ment thereof, in the man¬ 
ner provided by law; and 
shall take such other steps 
and shall apply to such 
court or courts as may 
have jurisdiction to grant 
such relief as will abate 
or remove such massage 
establishments and re¬ 
strain and enjoin any per¬ 
son from operating, con¬ 
ducting, or maintaining a 
massage establishment 
contrary to the provisions 
of this chapter.

Red Cross Plans Birth, 
Parenthood Classes

There’s a definite tendency 
within Sierra Madre to un¬ 
derate the hometown cops. 
I’m sure it’s not a malicious 
attitude, but it does seem to 
permeate the community. 

Since television’s earliest 
origins we’ve been inundated 
with an idealized image of 
law enforcement. Watching 
“Adam 12,’’ “Police Story’’ 
and “The Rookies,’’ we all 
formed a concept of what 
police were supposed to do. 

They’re supposed to go 
tearing about the city with 
lights and siren, shooting 
down robbers and capturing 
mass - murderers. When 
they’re not busy with major 
crimes and large-scale disor¬ 
ders they should be cruising 
the warehouse districts and 
pumping their scummy infor¬ 
mants for information. 

Somehow, the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Police fail to live up to 
that image. We see our police 
parked by the side of the 
road with only their radar 
unit to keep them awake at 


night. 

On a really busy night, they 
might have to call out the re¬ 
serve officers to provide traf- 
nc control at a fire. 

This contemptuous atti¬ 
tude regarding the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Police Department even 
extends to their fellow pro¬ 
fessionals. I once heard an 
instructor at the Police Aca¬ 
demy inquire of a reserve 
class, “Anyone here from 
the Sierra Madre Security 
I Patrol. 

It’s hard to respect a police 
ageny with three patrol cars. 
It wasn’t always like this; we 
used to have two patrol cars. 

Growing up in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre I knew all the cops by 
name. They knew me as well. 

Police cars used to be 
black and white then. They 
had little black “Mickey 
Mouse ear’’ red lights Oust 
like on “Adam 12’’) and 
great big mechanical sirens. 
They drove monstrous piy. 
mouth Satellites with a thun¬ 
derous tone of exhaust you 


just had to respect. 

Times have changed since 
then. Detroit is down-sizing 
and the police are in smaller 
vehicles. Someone decided 
that the citizenry find black 
and white patrol cars too of¬ 
ficious, so they’re mostly 
painted white. 

Times have changed for 
law enforcement as well. 
While standards for patrol 
cars have been dropping, the 
standards for police ofHcers 
in California have grown 
ever more stringent. 

Every one of our Sierra 
Madre Police officers has 
met the requirements of the 
Commission on Police Offi¬ 
cer Standards of Training, 
probably the toughest stand¬ 
ards in the United States. 

I think we’re really selling 
our police officers short. We 
have a small-town police de¬ 
partment. I think they do a 
fine job and the statisitics 
speak for themselves. 

Sierra Madre’s peak crime 


year was 1973 and it’s been 
dropping ever since. Last 
year in neighboring Arcadia, 
nearly one in every 20 homes 
was burglarized. 

Jn Sierra Madre, only 112 
homes were hit during that 
same period. It seems like a 
lot, because we know our 
neighbors and the burglaries 
seem closer to home, but our 
rate is about half of what 
Arcadia experienced. 

While crime is running 
rampant across our country, 
things remain relatively quiet 
in our little town. Sure, we 
have occasional street crime, 
but fear does not stalk our 
streets each night. 

The late-night walkers of 
Sierra Madre have far more 
to fealr from the semi-wild 
dogs than from any would-be 
mugger lying in wait. 

Sierra Madre Security Pa¬ 
trol? I agree. 

What could be more im¬ 
portant to any of us than a 
police department that gives 
us security? What more ef¬ 
fective way could be found 
of achieving that security 


than through constant, vigi¬ 
lant patrol of our streets? 

I’m sure the name was in¬ 
tended as an insult, but I 
think of it as a compliment 
for Sierra Madre’s finest. 

Next time you see a Sierra 
Madre patrol, give a friendly 
wave to the officers. They’re 
members of an elite, dedi¬ 
cated force that possibly rep¬ 
resents the best use of tax 
money this city has ever 
made.
